THE "JURY" DISAGREED. 

Amassing illustration of the On 
certainty of Jury Trials. 



A tunny trial took place at Stanton, 
Powell countv, the other day. A 
mountaineer was arrested on a war- 
rant charging him with a misdemean- 
or, and the case came up in Judge 
Blackburn's court, which is the Police 
Court of the town. 

The defendant's attorney demanded 
a jury and forthwith six jurvmen were 
summoned to try the case. Five of them 
were objected to by the attorneys, and 
only one was accepted, a man named 
Killcu. After some parleying the at- 
tomeys.ou both sides agreed that the 
case should be tried by the one jui 

The testimony was introduced, the 
Judge gave his instructions to the 
"Jury," and the caBe was argued at 
length by the attorneys on both sides. 
At the conclusion of the arguments 
the "jury" was told to retire and con- 
sider the case. The lone juror took 
the papers, and with a Solemn, and 
dignified meln retired to the jury 
room . 

After staying out for over half an 
hour the "jury" returned to the court 
room and handed the Judge a paper 
upon which was written : 

"We, the jury, are unable to agree 
upon a Kii.i.kx, Foreman." 

This is probably the only caso on 
record where a jury consisting ot only 
one man tried a case, and the grim 
humor of the thing is a keen saiire 
upon the frequent inability of a con- 
trary jury to reach a verdict .—Rich- 
mond Climax . 

The Fort Thomas Murder- 

The mystery thai, for several days 
has been hovering around the headless 
trunk of the voung woman so foully 
murdered at Fort Thomas, near New- 
port, Ky., on Feb., 1st, has been par- 
tially cleared up. The body has been 
identified as that of Pearl Bryan the 
daughter of a farmer living near 
Greencaslle Ind. The men who are 
^sponsible for her brutal murder are 
Scott Jackson and Alonzo Walling 
students of the Cincinnati Dental 
College. The girl had been betrayed 
by Jackson and had come to Cincin- 
nati at his instance to hide her 
ih»me. Tho two men are trying, the 
»ne to throw tho responsibility for 
the murder on tho other. Many 
links in the chain of evidence which 
is tightening around the miscreants 
liave been found but as yet neither 
lias made a full confession. 

It has not yet been ascertained 
whether the girl was killed in Cincin- 
nati and her body brought over to 
Kentucky or whether the murder was 
committed where the body was found. 
A young man, William Wood, ol 
GreouecaBtle, son of the presiding 
Elder of the M. E. Church of that dis- 
trict is also implicated iu the matter 
and has been arrested charged with 
being a party to procuring an abor- 
. Jackeen and Walling are in 
jail in Cincinnati and will not be 
brought to Kentucky till it is estab 
lisheil where the murder was done. 

The head of tho unfortunate has 
not yet been found, and though Jack- 
and Walling have been subjectod 
he most rigid examination by the 
police neither have been made to say 
where the head was 1 concealed after it 
was taken Irom the body.

Bidders For the New Government 



About One Third oi the Issne Will 
Go to the Morgan Syndicate. 



Washington, February 7.— Late thb 
fleriiQon the Treasury officials com- 
pleted the computation of bids offered 
he new bond issue, from which it 
appears that the amount of bids above 
that of J. P. Morgan and his associat- 
es, 110.6877, was 166.788,050, and that 
the amount which will be awarded to 
the syudicate, therefore, will be $33, 
211,350, or approximately one-third 
of the whole issue. The number of 
successful bidders Is 781. 

In arriving at this conclusion, the 
officials have thrown out a very few 
bids, obviously fictitious, and a larger 
number which were irregular In im- 
portant particulars. Somo of these 
bore no eigniture and others did 
contain the amount intended to be bid 
for, while still others omitted tho 
rate. 

The last, however, are not supposed 
aggregate any considerable s 
The fact that two-thirds of the entire 
issue are found to have been at rales 
ranging above $110.6877 is something 
of a surprise to all who heard the bub 
announced, but there is no question oi 
the accuracy of the statement, as all ol 
the bids have been again gone ovei 
and all errors made in the hurry ot 
tho day of the opening have been cor- 
rected.

Dear Sunday-school scholars :— I 
arrived hero safe and sound after a 
pleasant voyage of twelve days on the 
broad Atlantic, and ten days more on 
this ship, on the Mediterranean sea. 
1 have seen many fine cities and very 
many old ruins, which have interest- 
ed me exceedingly, but of all places 
my visits to Tarsus, where Paul was 
born, and EpheRiis and Corinth, where 
he preached and to whose people he 
wrote the letters found in the Now 
Testament, and Smyrna and Home, 
were the most interesting. We were 
at Tarsus day before yesterday; leav- 
ing our ship In the harbor at Messina, 
we took a train and after riding 16 
miles, were at the house which now 
stands on the spot where Paul's house 
:e stood. The house is built around 
open court which is at 
yard, the chicken coop, stable and 
play ground for the family. Dogs 
met us with hideous howls and barks, 
while dozens of Turks were lying 
on sacks asleep. Hundreds ol 
camels lined the streets without load* 
loaded, for their desert tramp . 
Women were looking out from their 
rred windows, while children with 
.tted hair and. dirty faces followed 
from place to place. Men with 
short skirts and flowing robes and 
turbaned heads were screaming oul 
their wares ami produce for sale a* 
they rode little bits of donkeys, which 
often carried whole stacks of hay o„ 
their back . Oh .' how I wish you lil- 
tle folks and big folks too could see 
what I have seen ' You would thank 
God that you were born in America, 
where Jesui Christ is King. It makes 
my heart sick to loiok that these | 
creatures are going down to darknei 
and death without a ray of hopo bi 
yondl I met some such good missioi 
ariei on their way lo Smyrna w.ho ai 
teaching an orphan school then.

Their Duties as the Court of Ap 
peals Construes the New 
Election Laws 

The Court of Appeals Concerning 
the Duties of Canvassing 



THE VALIDITY OF BALLOTS, ETC. 



As the decision is a most important 
one, the syllabus is given 

First— Although the duties of the 
Jounly Canvassing Board of Elections 
ire purely ministerial, it is the duty 
>f that board to canvass as a part of 
he returns the doubtful or questioned 
ballots returned by 
eert, and to count them for the one 
candidate or the other, or reject them 
altogether, as ma; appear to be propei 
from ai> inspection of tho ballots. 

Second — This duty of the canvass 
ing Hoard is controllable by manda 
mus, the Court having ihe power tc 
require a reemvass, and to direct for 
what candidate, if for any. each doubt- 
ful or questioned ballot shall be 
counted.

The 
fact that a bond bears so high a rate 
of interest aud has so large a time to 
run that it must be sold at a large pre- 
mium deters mauy from offering m 
purchase and detracts considerably 
from its investment aud speculative 
value in the hands of the comparative- 
ly few who are willing to take the 
risk of future fluctuations in its price. 
The consequence is that, the purchases 
made almost exclusively by large 
moneyed institutions and capitalists 
ho are familiar with such securities, 
and the people generally are precluded 
from investing their savings in 1 hi.

into money."

He is nearly* 
white, both of his parents being bright 
mnlatoes. He is tairly well educated 
and possesses intelligence and good 
business qualifications. For four 
years he was employed as a ganger 
in the revenue service uiiddr Collector 
John Foland. lie is now keeping 
saloon on Ninth street in this cily.

Sales on our market for the week 
fust closed ampuut to 5088 hnda. with 
receipts for the same period 5419 hhds. 
Sales on our market since January 1, 
amount 22,517 hhds.' Sales of the 
crop of 1895 ou our market to this date 
amount to 23,907 hhds. 

We have had immense receipts and 
sales on our market again this week ai 
indicated by the abovo figures. Tlu 
market during the first three days ol 
week was decidely active, with prices 
a shade betier than heretofore, but 
during the latter part of the week, the 
market was irregular and prh 
slightly weaker on some grades. The 
jfferings of the week showed a very 
small percent, of really fine tobacco 
and no very high prices were realized. 
Many sales of the medium to good 
grades of leaf were made at prices 
ranging from $10 to $15 with occa- 
sional hhds. selling from $16 to $18 
per huudred. The very common

The king did at some unknown dato 
grant Drydon another £100 a year, 
but the treasury was too often iu a 
crazy condition, and all his pay- 
ments fell into arrears. For so long 
a period as four years he did not re- 
ceive u penny. His complaints were 
very urgent and bitter. They may 
have boon natural enough, but there 
seems a want of manliness about 

In the preface to one of his plays 
Drydeu says that he subsists wholly 
by the king's bounty— rather a hu 
miliating and of course exaggerated 
statement. He continued to flatter 
Charles in his plays, and when the 
king ended his unconscionable delay 
in dying, tho laureate tkily camo 
forward with tho official lamenta- 
tion. Dryden, who had been so bitter- 
ly reproaching tho government for 
its failure to pay him his pensions, 
now of oourso discovers that Charles 
"great enoouragor of arts. " 
Yet even in. this utterly extravagant 
eulogium of the virtues and merits 
of Charles II— for Dryden does not 
hesitate to compare Charles to tbp 
King of kings— ho cannot quite keep 
thoso unfortunate pensions out of his 
verse.— Temple Bur.
